More Than 4,330,000, Officer

Berlin, Tuesday, April 1,——Prussia’s 
huge losses in officers and men dur- 
ing the war are indicated by a etaff 
officer who writes in the Lokal An- 
zeiger, He submits figures compiled 
from the official casualty lists to show 
that 32,454 active officers at the fron: 
were killed, wounded or missing out 
of a total of 34,350, and that more 
than 4,830,000 soldiers were ki.led 
wounded or missing, out of a total of 
10,178,000, who actually “ought at the 
front.

PREMIER BORDEN 
UNVEILS MEMORIAL 


LONDON, April 6.—-Premier Bor- 
den unveiled yesterday at Taplow a 
memorial to those who died at the 
Canadian Red Cross hospital there. 
The memorial takes the form of a fe- 
male figure typifying victory, and 
stands in the beautiful little ceme- 
tery on the estate adjoining the hos- 
pital cemetery, being in the form of 
an Italian garden. 

The most striking speech was made 
by Mrs. Astor, who owns the estate. 

“What a privilege,” she sald, ‘‘it 
has been for us to have the Canadians 
at Cliveden. I do not call this a cem- 
etery. I feel it is only we, who are 
dead, if we fail them An forgetting 
how they laid down their lives for 
tight. You see, the figure of the 
memorial faces west. We want to feel 
those who have been laid here are 
merely a little way ahead of us.”

“But js it sufficient to draw up a 
bill and hand it to the enemy? Must 
we not require guarantees and must 
we not study the terms, methods and 
forms of delayed payments? Must 
we not be able to say to our adversarv 
when he pleads inadequacy of re- 
sources:” Yes, you can go as far as 
that and you muet do this and you 
must do that. “In a word, shall we 
eimply present a bill or collect the 
money, all the money possible? well, 
that is where the work comes in, slow 
and difficult work, complicated by the 
fact that technical experts of the 
highest capabilities and great ex- 
perience are not in agreement among 
themselves, either as to the method of 
liquidation, or as to the asset» to be) 
realized, | 

Divergence Among Experts. 

“No, there is no divergence among 
the negotiators, but, alas, there are 
inevitable ones among the experts, 
often among those from the same 
country. Who is to decide between 
them if not the negotiators, and do 
you think it can always be done quick- 
ly.” 

‘M. Lauzanne remarked that what 
public opinion could not understand 
was, why before everything, Germany 
has not been handed a full bill, no 
matter what amount and forced to 
admit full lability. 

“and who eays we shall not do so?” 
cried Premier Lioya~ Gedree.-~ “Who 
says we have not decided that?” 

Urges Patience. 

The British premier resumed: “Can- 
not the people wait until we have 
finished our work, instead of always 
wanting to judge our intentions. This 
conference had to meet and discuss 
things under conditions unprecedent- 
ed in history. All eyes are turned to- 
ward it and, what is more grave, all 
ears are glued at its keyhole, Enemy 
ears tremble with joy when they de- 
tect some hesitation. Some friendly 
ears half hear confused rumors which 
are peddled far and quickly. 

“The day does not pas» but what 
some false news here and there takes 
{ts flight. Never the less, no day 
passes but that we, in silent delibera- 
|tion, feel approaching nearer the 
great aim and experience for each 
other more esteem, confidence and 
effection. Let public opinion wait a 
few days, It will then be atge to 
pronounce on facts, not rumors.” 

Paris More Optimistic, 

Paris, April 6.—-All Paris seems im- 
bued today with the idea that Easter 
will find the conference ended, either 
successfully or unsuccessfully, and 
many newspapers and leaders who 
have been doubtful about the sufCcss- 
ful outcome are apparently less gloomy 
about the prospect. 

The sunshiny weather of the last 
few days has undoubtedly made a 
considerable change in the situation 
of the conference, the members of 
which have been greatly distressed by 
a month of rain and cloudiness, 

The premiers held no formal meet- 
ing today, but there were several in- 
formal conferences. 

Agree on Indemnities 

PARIS, April 6.—(Havas Agency) 
—The council of four on Saturday 
reached on agreement on the princi- 
ples of the in@gmnities and repara- 
tions to be paid by Germany and ex- 
amination of the details will begin 
immediately, the newepapers say. It 
is not believed there will be disagree- 
ment as to details, and it is indicated 
that the text of the financial terms 
will be finished during the next week. 

The Rhodo De Paris says that com- 
promises were effected on all debat- 
able points regarding the sum to be 
paid at once by Germany and the 
payments in the future. Against the 
opposition of the French government, 
it was agreed, the paper says, to dis+ 
tribute the future payments over & 
term of 30 years. The payments for 
the next few years were fixed. 

Recognize Prior Rights 

The Journal says there are indica- 
tions that the rights of France and 
Belgium to prior consideration in the 
payments by Germany have been rec- 
ognized, The first German payment, 
it says, will be 25,000,000,000 francs, 
of which 56,000,000,000 will go to pay 
for raw material to insure the resump- 
tion of economié life. France will 
get> 10,000,000,000 francs and Bel- 
gium 6,000,000,000 of the first pay- 
ment, The rest of the indemnity, the 
paper says, will run over a period of 
35 years. 

Plans for continued occupation of 
the left bank of the Rhine have been 
abandoned and the Allies will depend 
upon an economic blockade as the 
means of pressure on Germany, Final 
agreement on the Rhine and Sarre 
Valley questions will be reached be- 
fore the end of the week, it is added.

Would Bankrupt France 
Declares Leading Journal 


Matin Says Country Cannot Yield on This Essential Fea- 


ture-—British, French and American 


People Still Dis- 


play Same Friendship for Each Other—Only Differ- 


ence in Viewpoint. 


Paris, April 5—(Havas)—France 
cannot yleld on the question of ob- 
taining adequate reparation from 
Germany, the Matin declares in an 
editorial today, dealing with the peace 
conference situation regarding the 
French claims. 

“On all territorial questions a satis- 
factory agreement is being reached,” 
the Matin says, “but concerning the 
reparation question there is still a gap 
between what we are offered and 
what we justly demand. The French 
government will be unyielding in this 
matter, It cannot sign a treaty which 
will mean the bankruptcy of France.” 

In leading up to this declaration, the 
Matin notes that the British, French 
and American people are still display- 


ing the same friendly feeling as here- 
tofore for each other, ‘ 

“Premier Lloyd George and Prasi- 
dent Wilson are of the same heart as 
regards France,"" the newspaper con- 
tinues, 

“Nevertheless different viewpoints 
exist as to essential matters by rea- 
s0n of the impossibility of making the 
vanquished pay their debts, without 
imposing sacrifices upon them, Those 
who dream of peace by conciliation 
fear that if asked to pay her debts 
Germany will protest and cherish 
plans for revenge. France replies 
that her people will be bankrupt if 
she does not obtain her due, The fear 
must be not so much the enemy’s re- 
sentment, but what France will say 
if she is driven to ruin.”

The deceased was in his 70th year, 
having been born on October 31.

}since 1917, Capt. Read was one of the 


best known figures in parliamant, For 
nearly 40 years previous to h'e entry 
into public Mfe, he had bean a sea 
captain, and carried into the commons 
the bluff and hearty ways of his call- 
‘ng. He was a frequent speaker in 
the debates and although very out- 
spoken in his expression of opinion, 
was a general favorite with members 
on both sides of the house. 
Undoubtedly his death means the 
passing from the scene of a member 
who was in some ways the most unt 
que figure in the house. Previous to 
coming to Ottawa, Capt. Read sat for 
two terms in the Prince Edward “s8- 
land legislature. The deceased is 
described in the parliamentary guide 
as an “active propagandist of Canadian 
free trade and of reciprocity with the 
United States in natural products.’ 
His death makes the fifth vacancy in 
the cOmmons, the others being; Que- 
bec East, Assiniboia. Sask., Glengary 
and Stormont, and North Ontario,

Berlin, April 6.— (A.P.)—The re- 
ported discusion of the government to 
appoint Edward Bernstein, as Ger- 
man Ambagsador to London after the 
conclusion of peace is apparently dis- 
pleasing to the Berlin Lokal Anzeig- 
er, which expresses the hope that this 
former socialist member cf the Reich- 
stag and present majurity socialist 
leader will wax wiser with the march 
of events and abandon what the news- 
papers alludes to as the “fallacious 
standpoint of Kurt Eisner, which as- 
sumed that the allies would display 
greater leniency if Germany assumed 
entire responsibility for the war.”

TO BE SENT TO 
NORTH RUSSIA 


Immediate Appeal for Volunteers 
and Discharged and Serv- 


ing Men 


London, April 6.—(Canadian Press 
Despatch From Reuter’s)— Arrange- 
ments for the despatch of a British 
relief force to Russia are being push- 
ed forward. The earlies( advance 
guard leaves in April for Murmansk. 
There it will be in a favorable position 
to proceed at the first opportunity to 
Archangel. The main force proceeds 
in two sections, the first at the beginn- 
ing of May, and tho second a fortnight 
later. It ig intended that the main 
force shall consist mostly of volun- 
teers. 

The War Office will probably make 
an immediate appeal for volun‘eers, 
not only to troops of the artnies of 
occupation and men preparing to go 
to overseas garrison, but to discharge- 
ed and demobilized men.

Democracy Now-Bnthroned,. 
Speaker to B \ tizenship 
Club at Highlands 


Under ihe auspices of the Better 
club, of the Highiands, 
Rev. W. H. Irwin gave a most inter- 
est address on “Tendencies in Re- 
Construciion,” before an appreciative 
audience in the Highlands church, on 
Friday evening. In his address Mr, 
Irwin sald that ‘No amount of resist. 
ance can prevent social ch We 
must put our confidence in the findings 
of the human heart in the aggregate 
and not set against it our personal 
opinions ,or historical institutions, 
These are now being put to the test. 
The problem is to find the seat of au- 
thority, Responsibility of government 
has been transferred gradually from 
the individual sovereign to those who 
make him 60. Democracy is sovereign 
today and democracy is the average 
law of the people, which is trying to 
find adequate embodiment of itself, 
We are seeking the soul of democracy 
to which we may commit our inter- 
ests. We can sev this much that the 
average opinion of the people is su- 
perior to anything we have today. 
Highly developed individualiam has 
served its day. Bolshevism is the 
groaning of democracy, and it will 
apread just as individual resistance ex- 
erts itself. The blossom in the bottle 
growing to an apple will bunst the 
bottle if necessary to continue its 
growth. Bolshevism is the blossom, 
the bottle is the resistance of indi- 
vidualisam. By expending less force 
in co-operation than is necessary to 
resistance we can make a world para- 
dise. Military association has etim- 
ulated brotherhood. We have suffer- 
ed together and the whole eocial fab- 
ric has felt the shake of individual 
losses, The epidemic has further pre- 
pared us for mutual sympathy. The 
t migsionary movement which has 
heretofore been the world's expres- 
sion of world brotherhood i@ atready 
being clipped by the _ international 
movement to get together.”

Begus Espreas Rate on B. C, Fish, 


For some years it has been the prac- 
tice of the Dominion government to 
pay two-thirds of the express freight 
charges on British Columbia fish to 
points in the prairie provinces, The 
reason for this, when the B, C. pro- 
ducers obtained the concession, was 
to “Introduce coast fish to the people 
of the prairies.” After the fisheries 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan develop- 
ed sufficiently to take care of the 
home market the further argument 
was that people had grown to préfer 
sea fish, etc, 

later, it was to give 
“cheap flat fish.’* 

« Since the practice of paying this 
bonus to the British Columbia fish 
producers was started the eituation 
has changed materially, and instead of 
the coast fish belmg cheap it is the 
home fish that are cheap. Under the 
two-thirds aid by the government it is 
said to be the practice of dealers to 
ship to points within a few miles of 
the international boundary line, settle 
the carrying charge by paying one- 
third of the usual rate and then tran- 
ship across the line, Whether this

PRESERVATION OF 
CHILD LIFE {0 A 
COMMUNITY JOB 


Individual Effort Helpless Unless 
Supported by Organized 
Public 


Dealing with the necessity for com- 
munity action in dealing with the pro- 
blem of preserving child-life, E. 8. 
Bishop, head of this department of 
the Social Service League, said to The 
Bulletin: 

“It needs more than intelligent in- 
dividual effort on the part of mothers 
and others concerned {f child life is to 
bo conserved, and the wastage of this 
precious national resource prevented 
in the future, Some things can only 
be secured by community action, Al! 
must co-operate sympathetically and 
efficiently if all the children of the 
community are to be properly protect- 
ed. The most efficient and conscien- 
tious mother works against heavy odds 
if there is a laxity throughout the com- 
munity with regard to such matters 
as cleanliness, epidemics and moral 
environment. 

“The children of even the cleanest 
homes are never entirely safe so long 
as dirt and disease are allowed to har- 
bor in any section. A slum or shack 
district is a menace to the whole com- 
munity, and the more fortunate people 
who live in the more favorable eur- 
roundings often pay heavily for their 
selfish indifference to the well-being 
of those of their neighbors who are 
less fortunate. Social service not only 
brings its benefits to those served, 
but, very often to those who serve. 
And in the sphere of child welfare it, 
not infrequently proves to be a most 
effective means of self-protection. 
Children .catch one anothers diseases, 
hence the necessity for community 
hygiene. Disease producing germs ab- 
hor cleanliness, but thrive in filth. 
They are soon destroyed by sunlight, 
but survive long in dirt, dampness and 
darkness. Some day our enlightened 
communities will insist on a minimum 
of cleanliness and decent I!ving condi- 
tions. All children should have the 


same chance, and whatever is neces- | 
sary to secure this should be the con- | 


cern of all. 


“A large proportion of the waking! 


hours of most growing children is 
spent outside the home, where they 
are exposed to moral as well as physi- 
cal contamination, It is manifestly in 
the interest of all the children and 
homes that parents should take an In- 
telligent interest in other children than 
their own, and by united action, raise 
the standard of the whole physical and 
moral environment of childhood, 

“Much could be done if existing 
agencies were better supported, There 
is need for very much more sympath- 
etic co-operation between parents and 
the public school. The same is un- 
doubtedly true of the Sunday school. 
This institution (is today the most ef- 
fective one we have making for the 
moral uplift of childhood, but with a 
more sympathetic backing its possibili- 
ties for increased efficiency along this 
line are almost Imitiess. 

“The public support of the health 
authorities would also make for the 
elimination of epidemics, pure milk 
and water supply, and sanitation. And 
when communities learn to appreci- 
ate, better than they now do, the para- 
mount importance of the child, they 


will find thi@to organize for the study 
of the problems of childhood, and the 
protection and promotion of the inter- 


ests of thelr children.”

IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Progressive Stand 


On Public Health 
_ By the Legislature 


| Expenditure of $298,460 Approved by House at First Sat- 


urday Sitting—Nurses Provided for Rural Districts— 
Agricultural Work Receives Over $640,000. 


Passing along estimates with a much 
more satisfactory rate of progress the 
legislature Saturday approved of an 
expenditure in public health work of 
$298,460, the details of which show 
that problems of medical assistance in 
rural districts will be dealt with In a 
most sympathetic and aggressive man- 
ner by the minister in charge. 

Hon. A. G. MacKay, minister @f 
health, In answer to interrogations 
from the opposition made it clear that 
all possible aid will be given to out- 
lying portions of the province for the 
Placing of doctors and nurses witpin 
reach of districts now remote from 
such services, At the same time the 
minister was emphatic that each lo- 
cality must co-operate in this work. 
One of the most important yotes was 
for $30,000 which will be used to as- 
sist in the providing of nurses for ma- 
ternity cases in outlying settlements, 
and for giving medical or nursing ald 
Where such is urgently necessary. In 
this same connection the minister stat- 
ed that the department of health will| 
co-operate with Women’s Institutes 
and other local organizations for the 
placing of nurses in centres where 
school inspection can be carried on, 
aud where other lines of similar en- 
deavor can be followed in baby and 
child welfare work. 

Hon, Mr, MacKay suggested that 
rura! districts might benefit by follow- 
ing the example of Athabasca and 
vicinity where no doctor was available 
at one time. The people signed a 
guarantee whereby each agreed to pay 
a certain sum each year for medical 
attention to the family. This guaran- 
tee amounted to $2,000 a year and after 
proper steps had been taken a doctor 
was secured, At the end of the first 
year the 3-year contract was cancel- 
led with the consent of all parties and 
the doctor has since been satisfied to 
practice in the ordinary way, 

The minister was of the opinion that 
where such local guarantees were 
made adequate and strong as could 
easily be done, a good doctor could be 
obtained in many districts now unable 
to secure resident medical aid, 

Department of Agriculture, 

The estimates for the department 
of agriculture amounting to $504,254.- 
47 in income expenditure and $143,500 


in. fragments owing to the absence of 
the minister of agriculture, Hon. Dun- 
can Marshall. Some of the details 
wero endorsed but the many of the 
main votes were allowed to stand over 
at the request of members of the op- 
position who desired fuller informa- 
tion which only the minister could 
give. In this department one of the 
large items is $300,000 for general ex- 
penses in connection with creamery 
work, and $150,000 for advance pay- 
ments in connection with poultry mar- 
keting. 

The details of public health estim- 
ates provide for expenditure under 
hospital ordinance $110,000, public 
health act $89,790 (divided into salar- 
ies for inspectors, materials, etc,, with 
$50,000 for influenza epidemic) care 
of incurables $9,000, vital statistics

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| Peace River Railways 
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The great problem at present 
before the Government of Canada 
is to secure the successful re-estab- 
lishment of the physically fit re- 
turned soldier in civil life. Post 
discharge pay gives the returned 
man a little time to adjust himself 
temperamentally to peace condi- 
tions and to seek out suitable op- 
portunity for his activities and 
ambitions. The loan policy to en- 
courage land settlement is good 
in principle and may work out suc- 
cessfully in practice to a limited 
degree. But the post discharge 
pay and the farm loans are only 
expedients; they are not solutions. 

The party of fifty thousand men 
who left Alberta for war service 
overseas were the pick of the 
young manhood of the country. It 
was their activities and ambitions 
that were the strongest force in 
the development of profitable pro- 
duction throughout the province 
before the war. That it was poss- 
ible to ‘‘carry on” with measur- 
able success during their absence 
is proof of the elasticity of the 
conditions of modern civilization, 
but while it was possible to ‘‘carry 
on’’ without them it was not poss- 
ible to make progress withont 
them. Now that many have re- 
turned, or are on the way, their 
energy and enterprise again be- 
comes available to push progress. 
They left all walks of civilian life 
to enter the service of their coun- 
try. On their return they natur- 
ally look for opportunities as 
many and as varied as were theirs 
before they left. Because they 
were soldiers and efficient soldiers 
—for atime does not prevent 
them from again becoming effi- 
cient civilians now that the need 
for soldiering is past for the time. 

The only way in which the prob- 
lem of the returned soldier can be 
met is through such expansion of 
the general activities of the coun- 
try as will create the variety of 
opportunities that the returned 
men are individually fitted to take 
advantage of. A general condi- 
tion of prosperity constitutes the 
only final and satisfactory settle- 
ment of the question of the re- 
employment of the returned sol- 
dier. If the opportunity is there, 
he will take advantage of it. If it 
is not there, he cannot individu- 
ally create it. That must be the 
work of the men who for the time 
being have the direction of our 
national affairs, 

It is a fact that during the years 
from 1904 to 1912 there were 
more and better opportunities for 
the young men of Canada than 
ever before or since in the coun- 
try’s history. That condition ac- 
companied rapid development of 
the prairie west, result in large 
measure of extensive railway con- 
struction which brought into prof- 
itable production vast areas that 
without the railway must have 
lain waste and unproductive, add- 
ing nothing to the wealth of the 
country and therefore nothing to 
the opportunities of the people; 

It is encouraging to know that 
the Dominion Government intends 
to add 350 miles of new construc- 
tion of the railway mileage of 
prairie provinces this year, and 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
contemplates construction to a 
somewhat large amount. To bring 
railway facilities—or improved 
railway facilities—to nearly 800 
miles of already oceupied terri- 
tory cannot help but have a stimu- 
lating effect on all the myriad ac- 
tivities made possible by railway 
development, 

While any railway construction 
has a stimulating effect, the most 
marked result follows where new 
territory becomes availaable for 
free homestead settlement.

rr ene 

When the weather is dry the 
roads of the prairie west are the 
best in the world. When the wea- 
ther is wet they are the worst. Bad 
or good road conditions are the 
result of water—-or the absence of 
water—in or on the road. There is 
nothing the matter with the clay, 
overlaid by black earth, which 
constitutes the surface of the pra- 
iries so far as road making is con- 
cerned—if it is only kept dry. This 
fact is brought out with especial 
clearness at this time of year when 
the winter snow is disappearing 
and the frost is coming out of the 
ground. Wherever the road is 
graded up, properly rounded, kept 
with a smooth surface and with 
no seepage or run of water on it, 
it is dry and good. Whenever there 
is a seepage or run of water or 
where the snow water has not had 
a chance to run off, the condition 
varies from bad to unspeakable. 
The obvious thing to be done to 
maintain good roads is to keep the 
water drained away and to keep 
the surface rounded and smooth 
so that water will not lie on it. 

A striking instance of the possi- 
bility of making and maintaining 
good clay roads in this part of the 
country is the base line road from 
the city to Stoney Plain. For some 
four miles this road crosses a tam- 
arac swamp. The roadway has 
been graded up and ditched more 
or less efficiently. As a result this 
piece of road can be depended 
upon during the wet weather much 
more certainly than the roads fur- 
ther west, where the country is 


rolling and the soil dry, but where 
the like means has not been taken 
to keep the water off the roadway. 

While it is true that good roads 
may be made or maintained 
throughout the clay country, it is 
also true that the work of main- 
tenance is never ending. After the 
roadway has been properly graded 
and the ditches dug to take away 
the water, continuous traffic dur- 
ing heavy rainfall! will finally put 
the best roads out of commission 
if they are left alone. Rain softens 
the surface. Heavy traffic cuts 
into this softened surface forming 
a rut. When the rain ceases and 
the surface hardens the ruts re- 
main for a time. The ruts thus 
formed catch and hold the next 
rainfall. The water so held soft- 
ens the ground to a greater depth 
than before and traffic cuts still 
deeper ruts. A few successive rain- 
falls, while heavy traffie con- 
tinues, will soon reduce a beauti- 
fully graded road to the condition 
of a quagmire. This is what dis- 
courages prairie road making on 8 
comprehensive and expensive 
scale. The remedy is the road- 
grader or surface scraper. As soon 
as the road begins to harden and 
the traffic to form ruts after a 
rainfall, if the grader or #raper 
is run over the road and the ruts 
in process of formation smoothed 
out, the traffic will harden the sur- 
face, and the next rainfall will 
find the road in the same condi- 
tion to shed the water and so pre- 
vent it from softening the surface 
to any great depth as it was in the 
first instance.
